“) «Among these none was more deserving of 


praise than Sir Richard MacDonnoll 
(1805-72) who,.on ecntching sight, aa he 
entered tho harbour, of an enormous build- 
‘ing. which ho was told was tho jail, 
remarked, “I will not fill that, but stop the 
crime" aud he was nearly as good as hia 
word—a terror to evil-docrs.' We read in 
Dr Kitel’s ‘History of Hongkong’: . ‘Tt 
hecume «quickly knowh that confinoment in 
gaol was now a real punishment. But the 
most marked effect attached to those mea- 
sures of Sir Richard's administration, by 
which he applied whipping and solitary 
vonfineinent ta cages of ‘armed or violeut 
assault, kidnapping and child-stealing and 
{o criminals returning: from. deportation. 
Compelled hy financial considerations to 
abandon the newly-built gaol on Stono- 
entters' Tslund,. he. brought all: prisoners 
Under a uniformly rigorous systein of dis- 
cipline in Victoria Gaol, reduced thodietary 
seale, made gaol labour more severe, and 
ordered gual offences to by punished with the 
cat instead of the rattan, By these measures 
he made imprisonment « roal deterrent.’ 
Sinco Sir Richard MacDonnell's day, thera 
have. been many changes in the Colony. 
Serious crime has diminished, but, nover- 
theless, the Victoria Gault has kept on 
growing, and now iss inadequate for the pro- 
por accommodation of the criminals who 
make Hongkong their sphere of activity. 
OF course, tho introduction of the ‘separate 
system,” which makes prison life irksome, 
is partly responsible for the demand of the 
Supcrintendent for more cell aceommoda- 


tion. In his last report, My May said :—- * 


‘The gaol at the present. time contains 
600 soparate calls (78 of which ate just 
about to be japened), and 14 association 
cella” Five handved and fourteen prisoners 
can thus be confined on the separate sys- 
tem—the only satisfactory one—whilo 56 
more prisoners could be accommodated on 
cmorgency by putting 5 prisoners in ench 
association cell. ‘Chis gives a totaleapacity 
for 670 prisoners, The daily average of 
prisoners was lnst year 486, and on occa. 
sions, by no means of emergency, 18 many 
as 698 prisoners were confined at ono and 
the sume time, while the numbers for 
several weeks in the hottest weather wera 
over 570, The accommodation is therefore 
already insuificient, and I haye accordingly 
to point out that the building of a now 
privon for convicts should receive early 
consideration," 


Not so many years ago, there was a burt 
of crusade against the paupering of Chi- 
nes¢ prisoners.. There was a deop-sonted 
belief that a certain section of the Chinese 
community made use of the gaol as the 
persistently poor make use of the work- 
house in England—that petty crime was 
indulged in to secure the peace, repose, and 
good feeding of gaol life—and it was sug- 
gested that flogging-(abandoned to some ex- 
tent) should bo more frequently indulged 
in. We are pleased tv put ou record that 
during the incambeney of humanitarians 
like Sir John Carrington-and Mr W.-M, 
Goodman prisoners convicted at the Crim. 
inal Sessions of serious crimo-(notably 
highway robbery ond srmed gang rob- 
beries) aro now regularly awarded flogging 
Theso 
salutary sentences, tuken in, conjunction 


with wholesome severity in the enforco- }” 


ment of prison discipline, should have a 
good effect in time—the evil-door ought to. 
be impressed with the maxim that the way 
We suppose, 
however, that with the expansion of the 
Colony, the demands on prison- aiccommo- 
dation, for a time at least, will be increased 
proportionately ; and-we understand tho 
Government ‘contomptates a substantial 
addition to the prisons of the Colony in ac- 
cordance with Mr .May’s ‘auggeatlon. In 
the estimates for tho ensuing year; a cor 
tain sum will be allocated for tho con- 
struction of a new gaol on Stonecutters 
Island, The commanity may consider 
that there are other more pressing public 
works that ought to be pushed on; but, 
aftor all, if additional prison accommoda- 
‘tion ig required, we think «it will! be 
admitted that no more guitable site could 
have been selected for the new convict gaol 
than Stonecutters Island, and we hope the 
Government will so utilise. convict labour 
in the coustruction of the local Pentonville 

to-reduce-the-cost-to_the -Colony-to-the 
lowest possible amount.

On the 3rd prox., there will be a ‘ pen- 
umbrat’ eclipse of the moun, which will 
not be visiblo here, as the muon docs not 
tise until a quarter past 7 in the evaning, 
and the eclipse onds at Lh. 19m. in tho 
afternoon. 

On the 18th prox., thero will be a total 
eclipse of ‘the sun, visiblo at Mauritius, 
Sumatra (Padang), Borneo ‘(Pontianak), 
Amboyng (Port Victoria), and New Guinea 
(Port. Morsby)." 

‘As far ag is known at present, Mr Maun- 


der will proceed to Mauritius, and Messrs |- 
| Dyson and Newall to Sumatra. 


The latter 
will again attompt the spectroscopic deter- 
mination of the rotatign of the corona, 
which failed in Indio last year owing to in- 
aufficiont exposure of the photographie 
plate, : 

This eclipse will be an important one, 
owing to the long duration of totality. It 
will be remombered that Inst year, the 
duration of totality, in the eclipse of 28th 
May; was only 2m. 16s. while this year it 
will amount to 6m, 42s. thos enabling 
plates to Be exposed for a period nearly 
three times as long, and it 1s hoped that 
this additional time now available will en- 
able a successful result to ‘be obtained.
